New Projection 
Film Makes Debu

Another new type of film projec- 
tion is scheduled to make its debut 
today, with the advent of “Magna- 
vision” at the Peerlex Theater in 
downtown Oakland. 

Although we haven’t had an op- 
portunity to view this type of pro-! 
jection, it has been compared fa- 
vorably with Cinerama and Cine- 
mascope, neither of which are avail- 
able in the bay area yet. 
| According to Manager “Bucky” 
Williams: “Mangnawision” takes 
advantage of everything to increase} 
the scope, magnitude and depth of 
today’s 2-D film. This is accom- 
plished by use of a wide angle 
lens and a new ratio on the aper- 
ture in the projection machine to 
change the size of*the picture. The 
screen is curved which also helps 
to give the illusion of depth.” 

The standard screen is based on 
the formula of one foot in height 
to one and thirty-three hundredths 
in width. “Magnavision” is based 
on the formula of one foot in 
height to one and eighty-five hun- 
dredths in width and then curved 
to run from wall to wall.

|the patron is not required to wear 
the annoying glasses which have 
accompanied items like "Bwana 
Devil”, “Man in the Dark”, “House

Quite often. dirt and _ stones 
thrown up from the street by the 
wheels of passing vehicles strike 
your car and weaken or damage 
its finish. Also, a variety of things 
like grease, salt, chemical prepara- 
tions that are spread on roads, and 
grit and sandlike particles can 
damage the finish and paint of 
your automobile. 

When the finish on your car has 
been damaged, shortly thereafter 
oxidation attacks the unprotected 
spot. Rust begins to spread under- 
neath the surface of the finish, 
thereby loosening the paint and 
pitting the metal.

Also, while you are checking the 
finish of your car you should ex- 
amine the chromium plating. Nicks 
of scrapes in the plating sometimes 
expose the bare metal, with rust as 
the result. 

Rust and corrosion may be re- 
moved from plated surfaces with 
fine steel wool or another cleaner. 
Before doing so, however, be sure 
that the surface has not been spe- 
cially treated with a protective 
coating. After you have cleaned the 
damaged area it should be coated 
with clear lacquer to prevent re- 
rusting. 

If rust or corrosion have at- 
tacked the chromium molding in- 
side of your car, treat it the same 
way as you did the outside chro- 
mium trim, Also, a cleaning and 
coat of polish or wax will prevent 
the painted interior trim from be- 
coming shoddy looking. 

A little care taken in time by 
you or the paint specialist at your 
new car dealers will keep the fin-;

Q. Where do I go to file my 
claim for unemployment insur- 
ance? 


A. Inquire at any local office of 
the Department of Employment. 
As a rule, you will file your claim 
in the office nearest your place 
of residence. 

Q. How soon after I become un- 
employed should I contact an office 
of the Department? 

A. You should contact an office 
immediately to register for work. 
If no suitable work is available for 
you, the second purpose is to file a 
Grain for unemployment insurance, 

Q. What happens if I don’t con- 
tact an office immediately? 

A. You may lose an opportun- 
ity to secure immediate reemploy- 
ment; you may lose some of your 
wages for claim purposes; and 
you may lose benefits to which 
you would have been entitled.

Q. What period of earnings are 
considered in establishing my 
claim? 


A, Only earnings which a claim- 
ant had during his “base period” 
are used in computing the amount 
of his claim. The base period of a 
claim is determined as follows: 

(a) For claims filed in Febru- 
ary, March or April, the base period 
is the year which ended on the 
previous September 30th. 

(b) For claims filed in May, 
June, or July, the base period is 
the year which ended on the pre- 
vious December 8lst.

Working people won't need unions any more} because 
there's going to be a shortage of labor for the next 10 years. 

That’s the doctrine laid down by an editorial in the May 2! 
issue of the California Farmer, the paper which regularly 
expresses the Associated Farmer philosophy. 

Said the California Farmer in the May 2 issue in an 
editorial advocating the open shop bill which later was voted 
down by the Assembly Industrial Relations Committee: 

“Another point for labor unions to note is the prediction that 
vital labor shortages will dominate the U. S. scene for the next 
decade if there are no disturbing outside influences, Under con- 
ditions of labor shortage, employers have to be ‘good boys’ or get 
no workers. In this case the old law of ‘supply and demand’ sup- 
plants some of the basic need for the existence of the union,” 


That's pretty feeble bait to hold out to the hardbitten labor 
people. 

In the first place, everyone knows that full employment 
hangs by a hair, and if by ‘‘disturbing outside influence” the 
California Farmer means the possibility of world peace that's 
a queer way to put it. 

Secondly, since we're promised only a decade of full em- 
ployment even in the California Farmer's cheerful acceptance 
of a “prediction,” what would working people do after the | 
decade was up? Go around holding out the old tin cup? 

Absurd as the California Farmer's argument is, it must be 
admitted that some union members fall for it without having 
to read the California Farmer. Finding work plentiful for the | 
moment, such workers lose interest in their union. That's what | 
the Associated Farmers approve.

“The enactment of this program 
would have been the final step ina 
policy of cereal inspection which 
began 12 years ago with the bak- 
ery, macaroni, and other cereal in- 
dustries and since then has been 
extended back through the milling | 
plants and warehouses, in an at- 
tempt to get at the source of grain 
pollution. 

“Food and Drug Administration 
research has shown that even the 
most sanitary manufacturing con- 
ditions cannot remove insect infes- 
tation and rodent contamination 
contained in grain. By the time the 
flour is milled, roadent fur and drop- 
pings and insect larvea have so 
permeated the grain that your 
baker is not even aware of the 
amount of infestation that he is 
passing on to you. 

“Today, almost all other food 
products are regulated to protect 
the consumer. Since 1906 the meat 
interests have submitted to a rigor- 
ous factory and packing house in- 
spection.
